** Bee” is a comprehensive term, and a per. 
son mye | to write a monograph on these 
insects be occupied all his life, and stall 
leave much ufsaid. Anyone choosing to learn 
more of this fascinating subject should read 
the works of the great French naturalist, 
Henri Fabre, whose life-long studies and 
patient observations gained for him the 
unqualified admiration of Charles Darwin 
himself. The ordinary bee-keeper is quite 
content to occupy himself with some three oi 
four well-known and proved varieties that 
will supply him with wax and honey without 
undue trouble. 

The Irish, the Dutch, and Italian bees are 
the most popular in this country. Each kind 
has its own particular merits, and each finds 
its ardent supporters. Perhaps, the most 
»opular is the frish ; next in order comes ihe 
Dutch, and finally, the Ltalian. Owing to the 
terrible havoc, due to Isle of Wight disease, 
caused by a winute parasite, a mite ol 
acarue, the Irish stocks have been sadly de- 

leted. This has led to the introduction of 

rge stocks of Dutch, whose more vigorous 
habits render them less liable to the attacks 
of the tiny plagues. The mite, or acarus, 
swarms in the breathing tubes of the bee, 
and by choking these up renders the unfor 
tunate victim unable to fly, though he will 
live for a considerable period, as there are 
two air inlets to which the parasite is unable 
to rate. 
ived of the power of flight, and craw! 
ing listlessly around, the afflicted bee rapidly 
dies from a clogged up system. The dange' 
from this disease renders it most important 
that all hives should be thoroughly examined 
at least once a year, and far more often in 
districts where the disease is suspected on 
known to exist, as the disease is now known 
to be curable to a great extent. 

The bee is attacked by various other 
diseases and parasites, which arc, however, 
ably dealt with in pamphlets issued by the 
Department of Agriculture, which also 
employs inspectors and experts fully qualified 
to deal with every aspect of agriculture. A 
very strange fact concerning bees 1s _ that 
they have very definite likes and dislikes. 
and, while some handle them with impunity. 
others are attacked almost at sight. 

In handling bees nervousness is fatal, and 
a firm, sure touch is employed in all manipu- 
lations of the hive or insects. Gilbert 
White narrates a very curious instance 
of the bees’ atiachment to certain people. 
He writes of an idiot boy, who spent most 
ot his time in summer catching the bees 
anite fearlessly. Once canght, he deprived 
them of their stings, and then sucked the 
bodies for the honey they had gathered 
during their flight. “ Sometimes he would 
fill his bosom, between his shirt and “skin, 
with a number of these captives.” i 

This queer creature never attained 
maturity, but died while still a youth. 

As a final word, let every smal) holder 
procure a hive as soon as possible, tend it 
carefully, and assure for himself and family 
a delicacy the surplus of which will always 
find a ready sale.

The older generations 
seemed to have memories which simply de- 
lighted in retaining the stories in order that 
they might again be told, and so kept fresh 
for those to follow. . i 

Tn many countries in Western Europe these 
stories, which play a part in the history ofa 
country just as prominent as that played by 
ancient national monuments, are collected 
from famed story-tellers, transcribed, and 
then preserved in some public national in- 
etitution. I am pleased to see that, at last, 
Ireland, too, has awakened to the necessity 
of keeping alive its folk-lore, and this is 
now being done through the instrumentality 
of the Trish Folk-Lore Institate, which has its 
offices at 33 Upper Merrion street, Dublin. 
The Institute was founded last year as the 
result of certain representations made to the 
Government, and in its foundation quite a 
big part was played by Mr. Ernest Blythe, 
Minister for Finance. The governing body 
of the Institute is comprised of Professor 
Delargey, Professor Tierney, and Dr. Douglas 
Hyde, representing the Royal! Irish Academy ; 
Mr. P. grue. Mr. F. McCollum, Professor 
O'Toole, and District Justice Forde, repre- 
senting the frish Folk-Lore Society, and Mr. 
Morriss, representing the (sovernment. 


GOVERNMENT AID. 

The Government is aiding the work of 
the society by means of grants, and last year 
gave a sum of £500, while the Institate is 
one of the few humanist societies which can 
claim the distinction of ae a gs 
for its work from the Rockfeller Foundation 
Fund. ‘This shows that its work is of im- 
portance, not alone to Ireland, but to the rest 
of the world. Unfortunately, little is known 
to the general public of the activities of the 
Institute. The work is such that it should 
evoke the keenest interest; of the public, and 
they can assist the promoters in many ways, 
particularly by giving or lending collections 
of folk-lore or pictures bearing ou Irish life. 

The object of the Institute is to collect all 
available oral matter illustrative of the social 
life of Irish people in the past. These stories 
are taken down from famous story-tellers— 
and Ireland has many of them-—-in Irish or 
English, according as they are told, and pre- 
served by the Institute. The Irish Folk-Lore 
Institute goes a step further than similar 
organisations in other countries: for, in ad 
dition to preserving the actual story, it pro- 
vides a background through the medium of 
pictures and drawings. ‘The stories iv many 
instances are recorded by means of the 
ediphone, and this has an added advantage. 
because not alone are the words recorded, but 
also the voice and dialeci of the story-teller— 
an essential if a story is to be really under- 
stood. 

The question may nuturally be asked: 
“ What good is all this going to bring to Ire- 
land? ”. To that I will reply that if it had 
no other importance, it surely is pleasant to 
lave some records of the life lived by our 
forefathers. These collections, however, have 
a great value, too, tor the student of medieval 
literature and folk-lore. Many of the tales 
told in Ireland are of an international nature. 
and for this reason they can supply many of 
the missing links of other countries. Death 
is robbing us of many of the most famous 
dogs of the country, and when they 
go they take with them all the valuable know- 
ledge they possessed. It is only just in time, 
therefore, that the Institute has been estab- 
lished. 

OLD TOM HOWARD. 

Some time ago the picinge of the Insti- 
tute heard of an old man named Thomas 
Howard, of Fanore, Co. Clare. Although 96 
years of age, he had a memory which was 
marvellous, and, in addition, was a wealth 
of information for those interested in folk- 
lore: for be had some €0 stories bearing on 
the life of the country. Willingly he told 
his stories to those who were taking therm 
down, and he displayed a great delight that 
at last someone in this modern age had 
thought his anecdotes worth listening to, 

He was a man who took a great pride in 
his “‘ gifts ’’ and the scene at his death-bed 
when the. work of recording was finished 
Was painful. He, apparently, realised that he 
would never again entertain with his fables, 
and cried at the thought that for many 
vears no one had been interested in what he 
had to tell until he was about to die. The 
story is a sad one, but it goes to show that. 
but for the work of the Institute, there 
would have been lost, through the death of 
Tom Howard, to Ireland information of the 
best kind. Old Tom had been one of the 
‘‘ Waudering Labourers '—one of the three 
classes Of spreaders of fables, known as 
“The Poor Scholars,” “The Tramp,” 
and the Spalpeen Faineach, or ‘‘ Waidering

It was pleasing to the 
Women’s — Nati Health Association to 
know that this pioneer Hostel would always 
be associated with the name of their dear 
old friend Annie Sharpe—once a working girl 
in Dublin, (Applause.) 

The Lord Mayor said that the existence of 
this Hostel was due in very full measure to 
Lady Aberdeen. It would house the first 
settlers in the Peamount Village Settlement. 
This Hostel marked a forward step in Ire- 
land’s fight against tubercular disease. 
Having traced the history of the Annie 
Sharpe endowment, he said that the money

men and women of Ireland living now in 
distant lands, there might, perhaps, be some 
who, in the day of their prosperity, would 
remember Ireland and its courageous fight 
against tuberculosis. 

Mr. H. E. F. Hall, manager of the Pea- 
mount Industries, described the scheme and 
the work that had been accomplished. Their 
industries, he said, were indirectly reducing 
the numbers of the unemployed.

A CHAT ON MUSIC, 


ADDRESS TO DUBLIN 
LITERARY SOCIETY. 


At the Dublin Literary Society last night, 
Mr. Harold R. White gave what he termed 
a “Chat on Music.” Te traced the his- 
tory of vocal music from the folk-song 
period, when there were no professional com- 
posers, to the present day. In the time 
of Pope Gregory the only music was vocal 
music, and the only paid musicians were 
those engaged in the service of the Church. 
Wandering minstrels, secular musicians, were 
regarded by the law as rogues and vaga- 
bonds. It was not till the noble music of 
the Irish harper spread over Europe that 
secular music began to assert itself as a 
social accomplishment. 

In the Tudor period English music made 
a great advance, and madrigals were sung, 
not at concerts, but at family gatherings. 
People did not leave their homes to listen 
to music made by others, but stayed at home 
and made their own music. here was a 
great deal more active performance and a 
great deal less passive listening than exists 
at the ei day. Glees, which were a 
purely English product, were different from 
madrigals in the fact thet they had many 
themes undeveloped, and their constant use 
of the perfect cadence and frequent change 
of time gave them a halting character.

An Unexpected Cabaret. 


Garmisch, or Garmisch-Partenkirchen 
(for it is a “ twin ” village), high up in 
the Bavarian Alps, under the shadow of 
Germany’s highest peak, the Zugspitze, 
has been prominent in the news this week 
in connction with winter sports, but is 
better known to Dubliners in its summer 
garb. I was rather surprised to learn 
that «some of my  fellow-citizens—and 
citizenesses—had been acquainted with the 


picturesque and comfortable little place. 


for years. Personally, I did not make its 
acquaintance until I went to the Passion 
Play last year. Garmisch is only a few 
miles from Oberammergau, and the prin- 
cipal difference that I noticed during my 
visit was that the men of the former 
village wore their hair short (though the 
village of the long-haired players boasted 
the most up-to-date barber’s shop). 

The flood lighting of the shop windows 
in Oberammergau and its very modern 
street-cleaning motors, which are dupli- 
cates of Dublin’s, had prepared me for a 
good deal, but it was with something of a 
shock that I discovered a cabaret in the 
village. It was a very innocuous affair. 
however, and a very decorous audience sat 
at the tables of the café drinking beer 
and coffee. The entertainment was pro- 
vided by three men and three women, who 
played strange-looking instruments, danced 
and sang. It was a remarkably good 
show, and seemed to be enjoyed as much 
by the “ artistes ” as by the audience. 
All the songs, some of which were acted 
as well as sung, all the instrumental 
solos, and all the dances were native to 
the Bavarian Tyrol—and the jolly sextet,

Basket-W ork. 


While I was watching the primitive 
methods of creel-making in Donegal some 
time ago (writes a correspondent), it 
occurred to me that a large proportion of 
the basket-work which we import annually 
might be made at home. The creels used 
in the country for carrying turf are made 
from, sallows grown in the farmer’s 
garden, which do not require much pre- 
paration before they can be converted into 
the manufactured article. Basket-making 
is a more delicate process of a similar 
kind, and its introduction into Irish rural 
districts would not be so much the 
creation of a: new industry as the revival 
of an old one; for the manufacture of 
wickerwork was well known in this 
country in ancient times. 

There does not appear to be any reason 
why basket willows should not be grown 
as well as sallows. They thrive on wet 
land, and there are two or three varieties 
which can be grown in ordinary gardens. 
The rods are usually cut after the fall of 
the leaf, and may be used in the green 
condition, but for the better kind of work 
they must be boiled until the bark is 
easily removable. The cultivation of 
basket willows has been taken up en- 
thusiastically. by women’s institutes. in 
England, stimulated by the large demand 
for basket-work, especially for furniture. 


Many halls and restaurants nowadays are 


equipped almost entirely with basket-work 
chairs and tables. - 


Charles’s Head. . 


The illusion in ‘ David Copperfield ”’ 
about the head of Charles, given by the 
author to Mr. Dick, in his delineation 
of that character, was not’ the one 
originally intended.

I was faintly amused at the thought of 
England’s potential discomfiture until the 
chastening thought occurred to me that 
these laws also apply to the Free State, 
since the English Statutes, having been 
adopted, must remain in force until they 
are amended or, repealed by the Free State 
Legislature.

An trishman’s Autobiograph y. 


I have no doubt that Mr. Shan Bulloch's 
autobiography, which is to be published 
in a few weeks’ time, will make interest- 
ing reading; for the author has been 
associated with literary circles, poth 


| English and Irish, for ;avny years. 


Mr. Bulloch, who calls his book ‘‘After 
Sixty Years,” will celebrate his sixty- 
sixth birthday. next May. Although he 
been engaged in literature and 
journalism for many years, he did not 
achieve a real success until 1907, when 
he published “ Robert Thorne,’’ a realistic 
novel dealing with the daily round of a 
London clerk. Since then he has published 
nearly a dozen novels, many of them on 
Irish subjects, and collaborated with the 
Hon. Emily Lawless in writing an his- 
torical novel dealing with Irish life in 
Elizabethan days. A volume of his poems, 
“ Mors et Vita,” was published in 1925. 


Che “ Broicsighe.” 


The Coolock beansighe, or banshee (to 
give it its Anglicised spelling), has been 
successfully “laid.” News now comes 
from Corofin, County Clare, of a new 
terror in the shape of the broicsighe, or 
Irish fairy badger. This monster is said 
to be a large hairy animal, somewhat re- 
sembling a horse in shape, but of a very 
evil and ugly appearance. 

The tradition connected with the 
broicsighe is that in the fifth and sixth 
cénturiés it preyed upon human beings 
and animals throughout the district now 
comprised by Co. Clare. St. Mac Creiche,

Edward Spencer Beesly. 


An uncommon type of English scholar 
of last century, and an ardent lover of 
Ireland, was Edward Spenser Beesly, 
whose centenary occurred at the week's 
end. — Beesly was educated at Wadham 
College, Oxford, and was assistant master 
at Marlborough College before becoming 
Professor of History in 1859 at University 
College, London, a post he held till 1889. 
He was for a time Professor of Latin at 
Bedford College, and, curiously enough, 
a namesake cf his, A. H. Beesly, .whose 
text-books on Roman history used to be 
much in vegue in Irish schools, was also 
an assistant master at Marlborough. 

E. 8S. Beesly first came into prominence 
in the early days of the Fortnightly 
Review “with articles in which he re- 
habilitated the accepted bad character of 
Cataline and his  fellow-conspirators. 
With Frederick Harrison, he was one of 
the leaders of the English Positivist 
philosophers, and he and Harrison and 
Thomas Hughes, the author of “ Tom 
Brown’s Schooldays,’’ were among the 
middle-class allies of Labour in the success- 
ful campaign which legalised trade unions 
in the ’sixties and ‘seventies. , 

Beesly was an excellent speaker, with a 
good platform presence, and at Irish and 
Labour meetings he was much in demand 
as chairman. It was he who presided at 
St. Martin’s Hall in 1864, when Karl 
Marx and his associates established the 
First Socialist International. 

Beesly was a friend of Michael Davitt, 
and some of his best writing went into 
pamphlets on Irish questions. He had a 
warm admiration for Gladstone, but in 
the controversy over the Parnell divorce 
nobody penetrated Gladstone’s armour so 
effectively as Beesly did in a very able 
pamphlet, entitled “Mind Your Own 
Business,” He died in 1915, 


A Brain Cester. 


Many reputations will be lost, and not a 
few illusions shattered, if the recent in- 
vention of Canon Perou, of Aosta, comes 
into general use. The Canon, who is well 
known throughout Italy as a water diviner. 
claims to have designed an application of 
the divining rod for measuring intelligence. 
This is a kind of watch which. when 
applied to a person’s head, will accelerate 
or diminish the rapidity of its ticking 
according to the intellectual capacity of the 
individual examined. That the inventor's 
claims are taken seriously is shown by the 
fact that the Bishop of Vercelli invited 
Canon Perou to examine the pupils of his 
seminary in order to select those most suit- 
able for advanced studies. Should further 
development materialise, it would not 
surprise me to see the invention welcomed 
in many academical quarters as a new 
‘“ labour-saving ”’ device,

Such, it need hardly be said, is not the virile 
State in which we live: It is clear, there- 
fore, that a minority in the Irish Free State 
which has any saf to seek or claims 
make out must, to effectuate them, do 
so by their own nisation through the 
League of Nations, through the Permanent 
Court or Internatiénal Justice or through 
some new Commonwealth Tribunal.

At a meeting of the Dublin University Engi- 
heer ing School last night Mr. R. p. Bain 
read a paper on '' The Lochaber Water-power 
Scheme.”’ 

This work was being carried out on behalf 
of the Lochaber Water-power Company by 


work was Mr. W. 1. Halcrow, M.1L.C.E. The 
scheme involved the drilling of a tunnel fil- 
teen miles long, the largest in the world. 
The work on this tunnel was beguti from 
several positions along its length, in addition 
to the ends, by letting down ehafts. The 
tunnel, lined with cement, was completed two 
years ago, and carried the water from Loch 
| Treig to a point near the power-house at the 
rate oí 1,900 cubic feet of water per ‘second. 
Before réaching the power-house the water 
entered a pair of mild steel pipes, which 
carried it down the hillside to the turbo- 
generators, which weve of the Pelton Wheel 
type. The tail-race was léd away for the 
reater part of the way in a channel to Loch 
Fíanha The total cost oí the enterprise up 
to January; 1930, was £3,000,000. 

The paper was illustrated by a magnificent 
collection of detail drawings prepared by the 
essayist.

WOULD. HOP-GROWING 
PAY? 
EFFECTS OF DUMPING. 


(From Oum AGRICULTURAL Correspondent.) 
In view of the position of hop-growers in 
Kent and other areas in England, I am 
afraid anyone who sindies the question will 
not favour the growing of hops in Ireland. 
Hop culture nas always been restricted to a 
few counties in the South of England, but 
owing te severe foreign competition the ares 
has diminished. Even the imposition of a 
safeguarding duty has ‘failed to prevent the 
dumping of foreign hops, and the position of 
growers who have heen brought up in the 
industry is an extremely difficult one. Bear- 
ing this in mind, it would seem that the 
preposition made at Carlow County Commit 
tee of Agriculture, on Thursday last, is not 
practical politics at the moment. 

Although no experiments in hop-growing 
have, as far as I am aware, been condueted 
on a large scale in f[reland. there is no 
reason why the crop should net be grown. 
The amount of manual labour involved in its 
cultivation, however. renders the cost of pro 
duction so high thai it. would probably not 
appeal to Jrish favmers because of the dif.- 
ficulty of obtaining extra assistance when 
required, and also because of the uncertainty 
of price, due to foreign competition. Growers 
here would also have to compete against the 
technique of old-established followers of the 
industry in England, and a series of experi- 
ments relative to the quality of the crop 
vould be. necssary belore a definite market 
could be assured 

Apart from brewing, hops are valued for 
their tonic pronerties, and are the “basis 
of hop bitters. Pillows stuffed with hops have 
been recommended for sleeplessness and nev- 
talgic affections, but there would hardiy he 
much money in that branch of the business.

The National Equine Defence League is 
to make a protest to the National Hunt 
Committee against the running of the 
Grand National. 

Mrs. Matthew, Secretary of the League, 
told a Press Association reporter yester- 
day: ‘‘ It is a very cruel race. We decided 
to take this step after consulting a 
veterinary surgeon, who expressed the 
opinion that it was not possible for the 
National Hunt Committee to put forward 
one point in favour of the Grand 
National.” 

Percy Woodland, the well-known trainer, 
who has ridden twg Grand National 
winners, said: '“ The percentage of fatali- 
ties or injuries to horses competing in the 
Grand National is much smaller than on 
any other course, and does not compare 
with the hunting field, where riders of 14 
stone to 16 stone are carried’ many miles 
further in an average run. That horses 
which have taken part in a National soon 
recover is beyond dispute. A case in point 
is Melleray’s Belle, second in the Grand 
National last year. It was able to run 
second again in the Scottish Grand 
National within less than a month.”’ 

Robert Gore, who has trained several 
Grand National winners, said: ‘‘I con- 
sider Aintree the safest course in England 
for both horses and jockeys, because they 
cannot take liberties with thée'‘fences. In 
all my long experience of the Grand 
National [ have never had a horse 
seriously hurt in it.’’

Mr. Winston Churchill. He said 
that the last eighteen months had wit- 
nessed a deplorable degeneration © in 
British authority and interests in India. 

Speaking of the Round Table Con- 
ference, he said—*‘ It is this scheme which 
we are told the Conservative Party ‘will 
have to implement when it comes back to 
ofice. Of course,. we are sure there are 
al! kinds of safeguards. What is given in 
the word 1s taken back in the fact. What 
is given with one hand is taken away with 
the other. . 


A GRAVE ARGUMENT. 


“ We are told to ~~ upon the safe- 
guards, and that we shall all fight solidly 
together for them. It is also argued that 
we cannot afford to have party divisions in 
this country about India, because then the 
Socialist Party will, in Opposition, make 
the government of India impossible. This 
js a very grave argument, and everyone 
should give full weight to it. Neverthe- 
less, [ do not think we can accept it, 
because it means that the Socialist Party 
in practice will be the final ‘deciding factor 
in the whole of our policy towards India. 
I think upon this supreme question of 
India, which is no ordinary question of 
politics, but involves the life of the British 
Empire, we ought to stand up for what we 
believe and face the consequences, what- 
ever they may be. If the worst comes 
upon England and her Empire, let us make 
sure. above all things, that it does not 
come through us. 

I fear very greatly, if we continue to 
drift and jog with the Socialists in their 
Indian policy, that, when the time comes 
and we can go no f her, our resisting 
power will be gone, aid they will drag us 
all over the precipice with them. There- 
fore, Í come here, and will go wherever 
I am needed. 

“Gandhi and thi-ty of his leading 
fellow-conspirators ‘and revolutionaries 
have been set at liberty. We had yet to 
learn what the answer of His Majesty’s 
Government and the Government of India 
would be to Gandhi's demands and to the 
present situation. Surely the situation 
ought to have been expected. 


LORD IRWIN’S APOLOGY. 


“The reason why, in my judgment, 
lord Irwin, for all his virtuese and 
courage, has not succeeded in India as 
he Ceserved to, is because he has been 
proceeding upon a wrong mental theme. 
His attitude towards India has been an 
apology. He has not shown sufficient 
: in the indispensable work 
hich our country has done, and is 
doing, for India, or in British resolution 


' that it shall net be interrupted or de- 


ttroyed,”’ said Mr. Churchill. 
“ What is wanted at this moment in 


what you yourself did in South Africa 
and in Ireland? 

“The problem of Indian government 
was entirely different from any of the 
problems we had hitherto faced in any 
part of the world. 

“ We had a supreme moral duty to dis- 
charge to the Indian people We had no 
right to hand them over to the compara- 
tively small ang utterly unrepresentative 
political faction to be the prey of mis- 
government, deterioration in every public 
_ service, disorder, nepotism, corruption, 
religious bigotry of a kind not dreamt of 
for centuries in the West, and, finally, of 
inevitable civil war. 


A TIGHT OLIGARCHY. 


“There could be no more wicked and 
contemptible act on the part of a great 
nation, well acquainted as we are with our 
problem, than to hand over the well-being 
of these three hundred millions to the 
tight oligarchy of lawyers, politicians, 
fanatics and greedy merchants, of whom 
the Indian Congress Party is composed. 
It would be a heartless act and a sinful 
betrayal of trust. 

“ But I shall be asked have we the 
strength to carry out our task? Will not 
great numbers of soldiers be required, and 
terrible events take place? I reply that 
it is not a case for war-like force. “Do not 
allow yourselves to be frightened from 
your duty by language of that kind. 

‘If they continued to spread far and 
wide the doctrine that the British were 
handing over their power to some new 
régime as a preliminary to só, out 
of the country, and as a part oí the 
decline and fall of the British Empire, 
then, indeed, they might have upon their 
hands a situation of the most terrible 
kind. Then, indeed, you may find your 
police, hitherto so loyal and trustworthy, 
and your native army, thrown into a pro- 
found state of ‘perturbation, asking one 
another what their future is to be and 
how their new masters will view their 
actions. 7 

“ And then at any moment you may fin 
yourselves in a catastrophe of a 
character more horrible than anything we 
have experienced, even in the awful time 
through which we have lived. 

“ Finally, you will ask me what, then, 
are we to make of our promises of 
Dominion status and responsible govern- 
ment? Surely we cannot break our 
word. 

“ There I entirely agree. The formal 
plighted word of the King-Emperor 1s 
inviolable. Until another Act of Parlia- 
ment received the Royal Assent there was 
no ground on which we were committed to 
any particular step at any particular time. 
The abstraction called India. composed of 
so many different nations and States, was 
in a ceremonial serise a Dominion already.

THREE KILLED IN 
FUSILLADE. 


ARGENTINE REIGN OF 
TERROR ENDED. 


From REUTER' 8: CORRESPONDENT. 
BUENOS ALRKES, Friday. 

COURTMARTIAL has sentenced to 
death the Italian  terrorist,- Di 
Giovanni, who was captured after an 
exciting. chase through the streets of the 
capital yesterday, in the course of which 
he shot a policeman dead and wounded 
several other people before attempting to 
commit suicide. ! 

The police learned that other members 
of Di Giovanni’s anarchist band were in 
hiding in a house in the 
Burzaco. -The house was 
whereupon the terrorists 
fusillade, killing a policeman. 

Two of the anarchists were shot dead 
before the fortress surrendered. A notorious 
anarchist named Scarfo, an accomplice of 
Di Giovanni, was among the captured, 
and will also be courtmartialled, and, it 
is believed, shot. 

A WHOLESALE MURDERER. 

Scarfo and Di Giovanri had terrorised 
the city for three years. Di Giovanni, 
who was born in Italy in 1901, is accused 
of having been responsible for the throw- 
ing of the bomb which wrecked the [talian 
Jonsulate here in 1928 and killed a number 
of people. He is also regarded as the 
person responsible for the bomb at the 
Boston Bank which killed four workmen, 
three policemen and a girl. : 

In spite of the efforts of the-police, he 
could never be traced, but when at last 
run to earth was found to have a whole 
workshop for the manufacture of bombs 
and for forging paper money.

SURVIVORS’ RETURN. 
Reuter’s ‘Correspondent at  Adelboden 
was yesterday handed the following state- 
ment by Sir Roderick Jones:—In the cup 
of the valley where the hotel lies there had 
been rumours all day of the skiers who 
had not returnéd.” ‘This morning, while 


ithe mountain tops were smoking with 


blown snow after five days of ‘storm, the 
news came of four frém Adelboden buried 
in an Avalanche, and of five survivors 
working their way ‘back: to the village from 
the Jtingfrau country. 

Last night a rescue party set out from 
Adelboden with four guides by train to 
Brigue, through the Loetschberg Tunnel, 
dnd thus up the mountain from the other 
side, At 5.15 this afternoon a motor car, 
with chains on its wheels, toiled up the 
snow-deep pass from Frutigen, three pairs 
-of skis fastened to its running boards. 
Inside were the English survivors, Mr. 
Furnivall, Miss Lees and Mr. Stead, and 
beside the -dfiver’s seat the two surviving 
guides, Emanuel Gyger and Fritz 
Baertschi. 

The English hurried into their hotel. Mr. 
Furnivall said: ‘‘ We had bad luck; that’s 
all,” and one refrained from pressing for 
details. : 

Emanuel Gyger, interviewed later, stated 
that the party left Adelboden on Friday 


| morning, and reached the Jungfrau Joch 


at'1230. ‘They then went down the Aletz 
glacier to the Concordia Hut, which they 
reached on Friday evening They re- 
mained weather-bound in that hut from 
then until dawn on Wednesday, amid 
terrific blizzards. 

Wednesday morning broke rather finer, 
and at 8 o'clock they started down the 
glacier—thé Tongést in Europe. Normally 
they should have taken three hours; 
actually they took six: For the: first 
couple of hours the weather was good, but 
at 10 o'clock snow began to fall and the 
going got worse and worse, Fog descended 
upon the party, and the snow was so soft 
and deep that even with their skis on the 
guides and their charges went up to their 
knees at every step. The three guides led 
the way in order to beat down, so far as 
possible, a track for the remainder. 

In this way, and roped together, they 
reached the foot of the glacier in safety. 
They then crossed to the .Aletschwald 
forest, with the intention of climbing up 
to the ridge which connects the Eggishorn 
to the Ricder Furka, and overlooks the 
Rhone valley on the other side. It..was 
at this point as they began to scale up to 
the ridge that the avalanche descended 
upon them, | 

THE AVALANCHE, | 

Emanuel Gyger was leading. Behind 
him was Fritz Baertschi. After him came 
Christian Baertschi,: accounted the best 
guide in the Adelboden region of the Ober- 
land, Following. these three guides were 
Mr. Furnivall, Mrs. Furnivall, Miss 
Furnivall, Miss Galloway, Miss Lees and 
Mr. Stead. 

Emanuel Gyger, at the head of the 
line, saw the avalanche approaching. He 
told me that it was between 400 and 500 
metres -broad.- It seemed to break away 
about 200 metres above the party. 

The party were only on the fringe of 
the forest, and the trees were very 
seattered. Gyger found himself between 
two tices as the avalanche tore down. 
He clung:to one of them, and so saved 
himself. All the rest of the party went 
down. “He himself was enveloped in snow, 
but, with the help of the tree, got clear 
at once. The first thing he saw was Fritz 
Baertschi, about ten metres’ lower down, 
also caught on a tree. Old Christian

The plaintiffs seek a declaration by the 
urt— 


That the Endowment under the Acts 
named and the British Treasury 
certificate, dated 3lst December, 1923, 
constitute a valid public trust; 

That the sole beneficiaries of this 
Endowment are ex-Service men, being 
survivors of those Irishmen who served 
in the British Army, Naval and Air 
Forces in the Great War, and their 
immediate dependents, and 

That the paramount objcet of the 
Endowment was the provision of 
cottages for the accommodation of 
such ex‘Service men out of the capital 
assets of the Endowment, with the 
provision that all such cottages should 
emure to the benefit of the mmmediate 
dependents of said ex-Service men.

against the trust plaintiffs claim that the 
only rent that should be charged on the 
cottages is such amount as will cover the 
cost of maintenance, insurance’ and 
administration.

Mr. G. Marshall Harriss, the Genera!

from a well-known Dublin man :— 

“Spending some days in Berlin around 
Christmas, 1 was very interested in a discus- 
sion I had on the problem, ‘tramways versus 
'búáes, with a German friend who is an 
authority on traction questions. He told me 
that about three years ago the general opinion 
in thé traction industry was that city tram- 
wave were out of date as a means of traction, 
and should be replaced by petrol-driven 
‘buses, and that the whole tendency of trac- 
tion engineers was to turn over to such ‘buses. 
He said, however, that in the years between, 
with the benefit of experience, those in- 
terested had changed their opinion, and the 
Majority of traction experts would now say 
confidentially how very sorry they were that 
they had adopted “buses as _— tramways. 
The ‘buses, undoubtedly, looked at 
glance an excellent proposition, but main- 
tenance costs and depreciation turned out to 
be much higher than was in general antici- 
pated. In short, in approaching the ‘bus 
proposition it seemed attractive on a theoreti- 
cal halance sheet, but the actual balance sheet 
hes apparently proved disappointing. I give 
you this view for what it is worth. Person- 
ally, | would value it highly.

NEW TYPE OF TRAMCAR. 
With the backing up_and the efficiency of 


the Shannon scheme, and the almost revolu- 
tionary changes in tramcar mechanism and 
comfort for passengers, the Dublin Tramway 
officials had no alternative but to concentrate 
on tramears as their method of conveying 
passengers. 

The new type of tramcar now being built 
at the Inchicore Tramway Works, Dublin, 
our reporter was told, will compare favour- 
ably in every respect with those in any 
city, pe those in London, just being 
built. “It will have seating accommodation 
for seventy-seven’ passengers, With plenty of 
room, and will he capable of travelling at a 
much higher speed than heretofore, and at the 
highest speed will be able to be brought to a 
stop in its own length. : 

Other notabla features in the design of this 
tramcar are: The staircase will be much more 
convenient and broáder, and will be placed in 
the opposite direction to that of the present 
tramcar. This arrangement will be much 
better from the point of view of the driver. 
providing an uninterrupted and clear view of 
the street ahead. The platform and foot- 
board will be much wider, and easier to board 
and alight from, and when the passenger 
boards the car he will immediately he on the 
same level as the floor of the downstairs 
department. 

he seating arrangement, lighting, ventila- 
tion and colour schemes will embody many 
changes from those of the present cars. A 
trial will be made with cross-seating in the 
lower deck, which is now almost universally 
adopted on the other side of the Channel. 

This new type of cat will be seen on the 
streets. of Dublin in about five weeks’ time. 
It will then be inspected by the directors of 
the company, and the offers that have been 
received to construct twenty similar tramcars 
under the favourable conditions of mass pro- 
duction, which are most tempting, will be 
considered.

The Salvation Army Bill was down for 
second reading in the House of Commons to- 
day, but the second reading stage was post- 
poned because of objections raised by certain 
members of the House.

The greater part of the afternoon was spent 
in discussing a bill which provides for the 
collection of a contribution by rubber manu- 
facurers in Great Britain and Northern [Ire- 
land to the funds of the Research Association 
of British Rubber and Tyre Manufacturers. 
Mr. Bellamy, in moving the second reading, 
mentioned that the sum :equired was £15,000 
per annum, and it was proposed to limit the 
operation of the bill to a period of five years 

Mr. Cyril Atkinson opposed the bill on the 
ground that it was ridiculous to acquire com- 
pulsory powers for the raising of such a 
paltry sum, It was obvious, he said, that if 
the ber munufacturers appreved of re- 
search they would easily raise the money 
without a bill. The measure was obviously 
aimed at the small manufacturer. 

Mr. W..R. Smith, Parliamentary Secretary 
to the Board of Trade, advised the House to 
give the bill a second reading. If sufficient 
agreement was reached in Committee it might 
be possible to afford facilities for its further 
progress; but he warned the House that the 
ongested state of Parliamentary — business 
could not be overlooked.

P. O'Sioctfhradha, “ An Seabhac,” pre- 
sided at the annual meeting of the Folk-Lore 
of Ireland Society, held last night at the 
headquarters, 33 Upper Merrion street, Dub- 
lin. The proceedings were conducted almost 
entirely in Irish. 

Dr. Douglas Hyde, treasurer, announced 
that the Society was better off financially 
than he had ever hoped to see it. The mem- 
bers who had paid their subscriptions 
numbered 620, of whom 544 were resident in 
Ireland, 46 in Great Britain, and the re- 
mainder in America or on the Qnntinent. 

8S. O’Duileagra, editor and librarian, stated 
that the Irish Folk-Lore Institute and Society 
were now really one body, working under the 
same roof. Last year the Government gave 
the Institute a grant of £500, and through a 
Rockfeller Foundation Gift they had been 
able to carry on the collection in Connacht. 
They had secured records of some very fine 
stories from the men of the Irish-speaking 
battalion of the Army. 

Among the books received was a rare col- 
lection of some 150 volumes, lent by Mrs. 
McCall, of Sutton, County Dublin. 


A WEALTH OF MATERIAL. 

Irish folk-lore had suffered an irreparable 
loss during 1930 by the death in November, 
at the age of 86, of Thomas Howard, of the 
Barony of Burren; the gtand old Seanchaidhe. 
Fortunately they had on record hundreds of 
his stories, including many from Mallow, 
which he heard in hig boyhood from men who 
came to his native place to work, No country 
in Europe had such a wealth = of 
folk-lore material as was to be gathered in 
Ireland. The trouble was that the workers 
to gather that rare harvest were few, and 
the urgency of reaping was great. The 
Society would be very grateful for manu- 
scripts, books, photographs—anything, if it 
were only a few pages, in Irish or in English, 
that anyone might have in his possession. 
They were especially anxious to get in touch 
with written matter on the \topography and 
social history of the period immediately 
poe to the famine. of those vears they 

new virtually nothing of any value.

A MIGHTY DAM. 


Striking progress has been made in the 
building of the dam at Mettur, on the 
Cauvery river, 100 miles north-west of 
Trichinopoly and 180 gs south-west ol 
Madras. The work began five years ago, and 
will be completed foar years hence. The dam 
will be one of the largest im the. world, and 
certainly the largest of British construction. 
The reservoir to be formed after the. dam 
is built will have a capacity exceeded only 
by two other reservoirs in the world. 

The dam will consist of 1.862,000 cubic 
yards of masonry, weighing 3,200,000 tons. 
‘he reservoir will extend over 40 miles north 
of the river, with. circumferénce of about 
100 miles, and will ve a capacity of 
33,500,000 cubic feet. e over-all length of 
the dam is 5,300 feet. The maximum height 
of the storage level is 220 feet at a point 
500 feet away from the river on the Tight 
lank.

The Cinema. 
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FLAW IN THE 
CENSORSHIP. 


by Ovr (CINFMA CORRESPONDENT. 


HERE is one very glaring defect in the 
IE Censorship of Films Act which needs 

to be rectified at the earliest possible 
moment. When a film has heen passed for 
“public exhibition ” it may be shown to all 
classes, ages, and sexes without discrimina- 
tion. “The censorsinp is now so strict that 
little or nothing that can be classed as defini- 
tely pernicious can get past its scrutiny; but 
censorship can do very little against the 
sophistiea..on and vulgarity of the great ma- 
joritv of the films that it is compelled to pass 
for universal exhibition. Because of the 
terms of its licence, the Free State censorship 
has po power to make any limitatiow as to 
the kind of audience that, may be. permitted 
to see the film, and, as a consequence, films 
that obviously: are ‘designed only for adults 
may be seen by Irish children, even of the 
tenderest ages. It is plain that something 
akin to the British system, with something 
more than the British ease of. evasion, is 
esséntial if the cinema is to continue to be a 
staple of recreation and amusement for the 
chuidren of the Free State. 


THE BRITISH SYSTEM. 

Under the licensing arrangements of the 
British Board of Film “Censors, which is 
generally known to be a body organised by 
the film trade, and in no way comparable 
to the State censorship of the Free State, 
certain films are passed for exhibition to 
adults only. The queer thing about the Free 
State system is that a film passed by the 
British Board of Film Censors tor such exhibi- 
tion in Britain is in the Free State passed for 
“ public exhibition ” without qualification. It 
s true, of course, that the British system is 
Vitiated by the fact that films passed for ex- 
hibition to adults may be seen bv children 
who are accompanied by adults, and to that 
extent it is almost useless. 

What is needed here, and is ddmitted to he 
needed by many of the managers of the 
Dublin cinemas, is a definite differentation 
between the films that may be shown to 
! those that mav be shown to 
children. It is recognised by cinema mana. 
gers that certain films have not ouly no in- 
terest for children, but may be harmful in 
awakening a curiosity that in time might 
become pernicious. It is not suggested that 
films of this kind are in any way immoral, or 
even vulgar; what is suggested is that the 
film-interest, or theme, is of suck a nature 
that it is outside the rance of interest of the 
average child. Such films do most certainly 
lead to a. precocity that 18 peculiar to ‘the 
modern child.” 


THEMES FOR CHILDREN. 

It will, probably,. be agreed by 
parents that the films arranged and adapted 
irom the majority of contemporary plays and 
fovels are in tlieme and treatment such as 
would have shocked them and their parents 
in less tolerant days. . The most usual is the 
~ triangle *" theme, beloved of .the French 
stage, and closely following that is the 
crook’ theme, in which the criminal is just 

the hero as the villain. Then 
there is such a film as “ The Bic House.” in 
re shown 
. and in which a 
, in the prison is only quelled with con. 
siderable bloodshed. The whole trend ef the 
film. is towards a sensationalism that at best 
must be bad for the young nerve, and must. 
| I leave a deep and lasting 
impression. While it can hardly be said that 
ciidren actually like such films, it can be 
said with certainty that they are brought by 
parents, and come alone and in groups to what- 
ever film may be showing in their favourite 
cinema at the time. I have seen small children so 
bored with films they could not understand 
that they fell asleep in their seats; and only a 
week ago I heard a small gir), quite unaware 
that the “ big” film had finished and that an 
advertisement slide held the screen. ask her 
father: “- Is he dead yet?" ’ 

Even the ‘slapstick’ farces that pas« as 
comedies are usually beyond the mentality of 
the children. They can, and do, appreciate 
the throwing of a pie into the face of the silly 
one, and they uproariously applaud the falls. 
door smashings, and drenc! ings that form the 
staple fare in such films; but the subtle vul- 
gurity probably passes them by. as did the 
badness of the world with Elde1 Daniels, 
'" like. a summer breeze.’ 


A PROGRAMME FOR CHILDREN. 

Any frequenter of the cinema will readily 
agree that what children actually enjoy-is the 
‘Wild West ” type of film in which herds of 
stampeding cattle or horses are chased’ for 
long distances by galloping cowboys; films in 
wnich sheriffs in search of evildoers gallop in 
search of their prev; in fact, all films in 
which there is a maximum of action by 
‘* bucking bronchos ’’ or hair-breadth escapes. 
These are the films that bring chortles and 
whoops of delight to children in the cinema. 
And, of course, there is alwavs the great and 
mimitable '' Charlie’’ Chaplin. To hear the 
screams of delight as “ Churlie’’ whirls about

WHY NOT A CHILDREN’S CINEMA? 
Cinema managers generally are mot at all 
delighted to have children brought to their 
cinemas, and they would prefer. to have some 
special house or houses where only children 
were catered for in the programmes sub- 
mitted There is obviously room for such a 
Children’s Cinema, and indeed a Children’s 
Theatre, in Dublin, and one or two of those 
cinemas which now provide a programme. for 
all ages and types might find it a very pro- 
fitable venture ~ indeed “fo revive the old 
‘‘ thrillers” and Chaplin comedies as parts of 
a special children’s, programme.
